‘The taxes payable into the treasury dor the year 1033, exclusive of these on licenses, 
amounted to $29,304, —the expenses of assessing, making out liste, and collecting of 
which, including the commission for collecting the taxes on licenses, are $0,003,07. This — 
* jaan extravagant sum to pay for collecting so small an amount. A material error, in the 
present mode of assessing is, that the taxes are not equally imposed. Equality in taxa- 
tion and representation is a radical principle. in our political system. Another error in 
these laws is, thé embarrassment thrown upon titles, by selling lands every yearfor taxes 
due, and then in fractional parts of tracts. The manner of selling lands for taxes, and 
e i now pursued in redeeming them, will, inafew years more, render the titles inex- 
icable. ; 
n To render the extravagant expenditure of money in collecting the taxes, permit me to 
suggest the propriety of making it the duty of the Sheriff in each county to assess and 
collect them. By associating these with their other duties, they can afford to perform this 
Service for half whatit now costs. Andasthe assessors and collectors, as well as the 
clerks who make out the lists, are county officers, and so chosen, they should be paid by 
those who appoint and control them. This principle is correct asa general rule, and in 
this particular, it would have a good effect in making the county courts examine more 
‘closely into these expenditures. It is a principle of our nature to attend more closely to 
those interestsin which we are most immediately concerned. I would, therefore, tiot on- 
ly recommend that the Sheriffs be required to assess and collect thetaxes, but that the 
counties should be made to pay all the expenses attending them. l 
I find it difficult to suggest a suitable remedy for the present inequality in the burden of 
, taxes, produced by such a variety of opinion in the-assessors as regards the value of props 
erty. By the constitution, all property must be taxed according to its value: and, if that 
is fixed by the assessor ineach county, there may be as many different prices tothe same 
speciesof property, as there are counties. Landsin one county capable of producing sixty 
bushels of corn per acre, may be assessed at fifty cents; whilelands in another, no ways 
superior either in fertility of soil, or proximity to market, may be rated at twenty times that 
rice. - a ped 
Itis submitted to your consideration, whether it would not remedy this evil, if the Audi- 
tor of Public accounts were required to make an annual estimate of the sum to be raised 
by direct taxes, which, with the monies acquired from licenses, should be sufficient to de- 
- fray the expenses of government, and direct him to make an apportionment of the amount. 
among the several counties every year, conformably to some equitable basis to be fixed by 
law. After the apportionment is made, let each assessor rate the taxable property in his 
county, as now, according to his own opinion of its value; upon which assessment, the res- 
pective County Courts should be required to levy such a. per cent. as to produce the sum re- 
quired. By thisrule, a high or alow valuation would not affect theinterests of the people, 
nor produce any inequality between the counties. Should property be rated too high, a 
'". small percent. might be laid upon it; if valued too low, a greater per eent would -be re- 
quired. The amount of the assessors list will determine the per cent to be laid, but not 
the sum to be collected. The only difficulty in this plan of levying taxes, will be in es 
tablishing a proper basis forthe quotas. If it be true that representation and direct taxes 
. should go hand in hand—and the Federal government can levy such a tax in no other way, 
then there can be no difficulty or intrpeacy in providing a system that will be equal and 
just, and that will operate easily in practice. The plan proposed will not affect the ad valo- 
-rem principle established in our State Constitution. All property would continue to be 
taxed according to its value, and the assessment ‘as now, be equally discriminative be- 
tween the rich and the poor within each .county in collecting its quota. Although this 
plan may seem new, there is nothing init novel or experimental. It is simply a quest.on 
whetherit is most just and equal to levy taxes according to wealth, oy numbers, or a com- 
- » pound of both. It istheinterest of the wealthy to advocate population asa basis. It is 
. the policy of the poorto contend fora property basis. Justice, ind perhaps policy, would 
-ecommend a combination of these two principles; If, by the latter basis, some" of the

To guard against the confusion into which titles ate likely to be throws by the prosom

In addition to the foregoing amendments suggested to the present revenue laws, I would 
respectfully recommend that bank notes be made taxable. I can see no good reason why

they should be exempt; for, even admitting the objection to be valid against taxing MONEY, . 


it does not apply to bank notes, because they are property. Money even, when upon in- 
terest, is considered a fair object of taxation. 


The Seminary and Saline funds, which may be considered joint, amount in money, ex- 


clusive of interest, to the sum of $87,950,56; of which $56,808,55 have been loaned to 


the State. Interest on the same, supposing it 10 be allowed onthat borrowed of the Sa- 
line fund, will amount, on the 1st October, 1836, to $10,513. There are 37,424 acres of 
Seminary and Saline lands unsold, which, at $1,25 per acre, will produce $46,780, making 
the whole university fund, on the Ist October, 1836, worth $145,343,56—a sum, which, it 
well managed, will bring revenue sufficient to. support an institution, in which may be 
taught most, if not all the sciences in the highest perfection. Weare under strong obli- 
gations, created by compact with the general government, to establish a university; and 
our State constitution requires that the General Assembly shall take measures for the im- 
provement of theSeminary lands, or any funds accruing in any manner from them,. or 
from any other source; and thatsuch funds shall beand remain permanent to. support a 
University for the promotion of literature and of the arts and sciences: As it would be 
unwise to useany part of this fund before the wholeis placed permanently upon interest, 
nothing more is requisite at the present Session than to determine on the location of the 
necessary buildings; a measure rendered expedient by the consideration that in the event 
of this place being selected; the convicts in the Penitentiary can be employed in prepar- 
ing some of the materials. HE n - 


‘Tn no country is it so pre-eminently important, as it isin this, to promote à general dif- 


fusion of knowledge. The will of the People being the basis of our government, and.the 
Supreme law of the land, renders it of the first importance that they should qualify them- 
selves to discharge the duties they have assumed in prescribing the rules of government 
and controllingits administration. If we do not know those rights and duties, secured 
and imposed by Government, how can we maintain and discharge them? „Oar political in- 
stitutions have heretofore been principally conducted by that patriotie spirit which guided 
our fathers safely through their revolutionary struggles. This spirit is wearing out, and 
unless it be assisted by generai intelligence--that we may know our rights and duties; 
and the moral worth of the one, and the political obligations imposed by the other, it will 
require no prophet to foretel an end to our happy form of government. 

The first thing requiring attention upon the important subject of Education, is the mo- 
ney to defray the expenses attending it. So much of financial arrangement as may be ne- 
cessary to support a university will require but little skill—the fundsfor that purpose are 
already set apart; and all that isconsidered proper now to do, is to place them upon inter- 
+t in safe hands. But more than this is required in providing for primary schools. Not 
only is there a fund to be managed to good advantage, but one. sufficiently large for the 


purpose is to be provided. If Congress should pass a law according to the memorial of the. 


last General Assembly—and such a proposition is now pending—that the inferior sixteenth 


— -sections may be exchanged for any of the public lands in the district inwhich they lie, it 


7 will make the public burden light in providing for ddditions to the primary school fund. 
The enactment of such a law would make these sections worth, upon an average, at least 
one dollar and a quarter per acre. There have been 32,423 acres of these lands sold al- 
ready, and they have realized $73,697—largely upwards of two dollars per acre. There 
are about 1300 townships in this State, the sixteenth sections: of which, at one. dollar. and 
a quarter per acre, will amount toupwardsof a million of dollars; and at two. dollars will 
come to more thana million anda half. This sum, or even one million, will produce, if 
well vested, an annual income sufficient, by unitingit with euch or er reso" zes as may 
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‘sf Yeasohau.y Ca.cu.ated. on, to instruct those youths who dre to become the future guardi- 
ans of those inestimable rights and privileges wenow enjoy. .  : ^  . j 

_ The important points now to be agreed upon, and which may be considered:the founda- 
tion of the primary school systém, is the surn to be provided for each township, and the 
mode of its acquisition.. Were Congress to.pass thé law above alluded to, the income 
trom the 16th sections could be*made to average each 560 annually.: Them suppose that 
$240 shall be the sum necessary to be provided for each township annually, there will be 
$180 to be raised by taxes and tuition fees, Of this sum, I would propose that sixty dol- 
lars be raised by a township tax, levied as other taxes now are, and $120 by tuition fees.

let the deficit be raised by additional charges for tuition; and when that income exceeds

Our Constitution requires that the poor be educated gratis. Doubtless there will be 
some poor orphans in the State; and, perhaps now and then, children with parents too in- 
digent to educate them. Batino country like this, where labor isso well rewarded, one 
possessing all the means by which a living may ba so easily acquired, that class will be 
small; though small, vet, it must be provided for. Who are the noos, within the nieaning of 
the Constitution may be determined b» te County Courts, by such rues as you may think 
proper to prescribe; and authority should be given to those tribunals to educate sich gratis, 
Supposing that no bank: will be established in this State, it wid beasked, no doubt, 
where the university and primarv sehool funds, shall be placed to produce an income. 
Should vou determine to build a state house forthe accommodation of the tenth General 
Assembly, it will be necessary to borrow money to dotraz the expenses of its construction. 
In that event, itis presumed that the balance of the Seminary and Saline funds will beta- 
ken for thas purpose, The pri nary school fund is under the control o£ commissioners in 
the respective.counties; and irthe present law on this subject has been camolitd with, the 
money is now upon interest.

"the ends of punishment; this plan of discipline, though greatly improved by furnishing - 


-eneh convict with a dormiterz, has failed to accomplish all thatovas desired. ` "Those. most. 
intent on alleviating the miseries ofman,and whose knowledge and experience entitled 
their opiaions to great weights; liave recommended the solitary confinement of convicts 
both day and nights which by securing thenr-from the contagion, of the vices ofeach other, 
and by toreing reilection on the enormity of theiz-misdeeds, and the depravity of their past 
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47 
_— lives, will contribute more to their reformation than any mode of discipline which has yet: 
been essayed. Solitude has been found soselutary a punishment, and proved so efficient 
in,the correction of the most turbulent anddepraved spirits, that some have not hesitated to 
urge it asa punishment, without labour of any kind, which asis contended, by making ro- 
flection the only employment of the mind, proves much more effectual asa corrective, thar 

litary confinement with labour.—Thisis shown ‘by themgent solicitation. made by prie- 
oners in absolute seclusion, for work:asa solace from the guilty reflections with which 
they are tormented. ; But there are cbjection to this mode or discipline; and our resources 
- would not warrant its introduction, were those obections removed; und it is contidenti; 
believed that penitentiaries can be made to answer all the purposes for which they were 
designed, by a judicious arrangement of the cells, and the adoption of a rigorous system of 
discipline, uniting labour with solitary confinement. ; 

Our Penitentiary will be ready for the reception of convicts before our criminal code can 
be so modified as to subject offenders to the species of punishment enforced in such insti- 
tutions. So faras the work has progressed, itsmanner of construction has been onthe 
plan of uniting labour with solitary confinement, a plan on which the most approved State 
Prisons are now built. There are forty cells nearly completed, which measure within their 
walls eight feet by fourteen, affording space sufficient for a convict to work in. 

As constant solitude with labour is a much more severe punishment than labourin socie- 
ty and separation during the hours of rest, the propriety of adapting our penitentiary laws 
to this gradation of punishment is respectfully submitted. Shouldthis suggestion be'em- 
braced, our Stateprison can easily besuited to this end, as its plan proposes including 
within the outward wall three blocks of cells, two of which are yet to be built, and which 
can, without any difficulty, be laid off either into work-shops similar to those already made, , 
or into dormitories, » ` 

. These blocks will each contain 40 workshops of the dimensions of those now construct- 
ed, or 120 dormitories measuring within their walls 7 by 4 feet. Thus, it will be seen that 
the Penitentiary, if arranged into cells of the larger size, will contain only 120; but if the 
two blocks yet to be built should be arranged into cellsot the smaller size, it will contain 
280; andif one of the two blocks should be laid off into large cells, and the other into 
smaller ones, the whole number will be200. It is believed that the latter arrangement will 
be found to combine the most advantages. The estimated cost of a workshop, such as 
those now built, is $400; that of a dormitory $150. But when we consider the greater 
quantity of work performed by convicts in solitary confinement, and the less degree of at- 
tention requisite to keep them employed, the difference in the cost of workshops and .dor- 
mitories will not be disproportionate. 

'To carry into effect the suggestion made relative to the gradation of punishment, a num- 
ber of dormitories will be required, which I would recommend to be built of the usual di- 
‘mensions. The building of these will afford an opportunity toa future General Assembly 
of testing the efficiency of both modes of punishment. 

As sentences of different degrees of severity will necessarily be imposed on the con~- 
victs, I submit to your consideration. the propriety of extending to the Executive the power 
of substituting a milder for 'a more severe ser.tence, as well as to commute the punishment 
of death for that of confinement in the Penitentiary. 

The introduction of the system of correction employed in Penitentiaries, willit is 
hoped, take away all pretence for continuing that stain upon our criminal code—the pun- 
ishment of free citizens with stripes—a punishment which deadens in the culprit all sense 
of the dignity of his nature, and prepares him for a course of ctimeand wickédness from 
' which all hopes of his reform are extinguished. As connected with this subject, the pro- 
priety is presented to your consideration of forbidding the employment of stripes asa 
mode of correction in the treatment of prisoners confined in the Penitentiary. 

Some of you are assembled, no doubt, underthe conviction that the interests of your 
constituents require the creation of a State bank. My viewson this subject have been re- 
peatedly expressed. "They have undergone no change; and are kriown to he decidedly op- 
posed to the whole system of paper money asinexpedient; and when the stockholders of. 
banks are not individually responsible for the redemption of the notes they issue, dangerous

The sane widespresuruin--ihe sume baneful spirit of specula- 
tion—the sume fraud and profligacy—the same destruction of confidence between man and 
man, may flow from the one as well as fromthe other. A State cannot beco-erced by any 
legal means to pay any debt. she may contract. This exemption can make the bills emitted 
by her, no way inferior to the notes of a bank clothed with the immunities generally. con- 
derred on such institutions by their charters. The general principle is,that the corporate 
funds only of chartered companiesare liable to execution; the private individuals’ compo- 

. Sing the company being exempt from the payment of the corporate debts. 

lt may be inferred from the opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
case of Craig vs. Missouri, in which the constitutionality of our Loan Oilice certificates 
was brougatinto question, that the Stetesare inhibited by the Federal Constitution, from 
the emission of any species of paper money as a circulating medium. In speaking of the 

___restriction‘on the States to emit billsof credit, the court says, “if — prohibition: means 
any thing, if the words are not mere empty sounds, it must comprehend the emission -of 
any paper medium by a State government for the purpose of common circulation.” This 
decision of the Court was not unanimous—three of the Judges dissented. One of the dis- 
sentients, Justice Johnson, concurred in the opinion that the prohibition was designed to 
prevent the creation and circulation of paper money, but doubted whether the certificates 
wereintended as such. . Judge Thompson, who also dissented, observes “if these certifi- 

| catesare bills of credit inhibited by the Constitution (and a majority of the Court decided 

they were) it appears to me difficult to escape the conclusion that ail bank notes, ‘issued 
by the States or under their authority and permission, are bills of credit falling within the 
prohibition. They are certainly in point of form, as much bills of credit, and if being 
used as a circulating medium, or substituted for money, makes these certilicates bills of 
credit, bank notes are more emphatically such. And not only the notes of banks directly 
under the management and control of aState—of which description of banks there are 
several in the United States; but all notes of banks, established underthe authority of a 
State, must fall within the prehiLiiion ;—for the States cannot certainly do that indirectly 
which they cannot do directly; and if they cannot issue bank notes because they are bills 
of credit, they cannot authorise others to doit.” This view of the subject is concurred 
in by Justice MPLean, the other Judge who dissented from-the opinion of a majority of ^ 
the Court. | | E E 

Reference is not made to this decision of the Supreme Court to show-my concurrence in * 
the views there taken, nor that the States are bound iri all cases by what that tribunal may 
conceive to be the Supreme law; what this court feels itself bound by a constitutional pro- 
vision to condemn, L;condemn on the score of impoliey, and froma conviction that it is 
destructive of the permanent interests of the community. It matters not, however, by, 
what course of argument, or by what train of reasoning we arrive at properconclusions on 
this important subject. It is obvious that those who believe paper money inexpedient— 
that those who understand the court to decide, as illegal, the. creation of paper money, and : 
belicve the decision is correct—and those who thus understand the decision, and believe 
it erroncous, but nevertheless feel themselves bound by it, must oppose the establishment 
of a bank which has forits object the making of paper money. , 

Therewith lay before yon in pursuance of an act of the last-General Assembly platsof : 
five State roads, located and marked out by five several boards of commissioners. But few 
objects evincc more clearly the prosperity of a country than good roads; and as ours are 
greatly deficient, I feel it a duty to call the attention of the General Assembly to the sub-- 
ject. The great errorin our present system is the gross inequality in the labor imposed for `. 
the purpose of making and improving roads. This burden is now divided equally among ~ 
the male inhabitants, between theages of sixteen and forty-five, who are able to perform 
manuallabor, while the benefits arising from good roads are very unequally shared. 

These facilities to intercourse and trade, areusetul to all classes of the community; but 
particularly to the merchant, pedlar and carrier, who derive greater advantages from them: 
than any other description of citizens; and whilst they receive the greatest benefits, they 
contribute less than others towards their construction and improvement. The benefits and, 
burthens now fall in opposite directions.” "Those who work most, have the least use for; 
roads; and those who do little or nothing, have the greatest use. forthem. This is notall

—the very men who-do but little work, and receive the greatest benefits, are the most 
wealthy,—consequently best able to contribute towards perfecting them. ‘Thisis emphat- 
ically the case as regards merchants; one who may be worth a-million of dollars does no 
more work, and frequently not so much, as a man in the most indigent circumstances. 
'Thisis notas it should be. Although the inequality of the burthen imposed by’ the road 
laws is most glaring, it is no easy matter toremedy it. To base the system upon taxes 
would require a new arrangement of finance, and cause much expense. But would it not 
in agreat degree prevent the present grievous inequality, if it were based, asit now is, 
on labour, but instead of making the apportionment as now, let it be made according to 
wealth. Make a man who is worth ten thousand dollars, perform tentimes as much labor 
ashe whois worth onéthousand. If this basis should be adopted, it will become necessa- 
ry to fix the price of a day’s labour, and give toall;persons bound to work on the roads 
(and no man who owns property should be exempt), a privilegeto do the work required of 
them or pay its equivalent in money, with provisions that the money thus paid, shall be 
applied to the improvement of the roads. : 

The subject of Lotteries has become one of much interest in several of our Sister States, 
as you will discover, from documents herewith communicated; showing in my opinion 

-strong reasons for abolishing the whole system. It will be difficult, if not impracticable to 
| arrest the evils growing out of this species of gambling, unless the States generally co-op- 
' grate initsabolition. Itisfor the purpose of producing an uniformity of action through- ` 
outthe Statesin reldtion to this matter, that the papers have been forwarded with. a re: 
quest that they be laid before you. In 1829 our Legislature passed a law conniving at the 
pale of lottery tickets in this State, by levying a taxon those who dealin them. The pro- 
priety of repealing that law and making it penal to sell tickets in any lottery is respectfully 
- suggested. . 

In July 1833, a large portion of the. citizens of Jackson County organized themselves, 
and entered into resolutions to expel, from that county a religions sect called Mormons, 
who had become obnoxious to thon.) In November following, they effected their object, . 

, not however without the loss of severallives. Inthejudicial enquiry into these outrages, 
the civil authorities who had cognizance ofthem, deemed: it proper to have a military 
guard for the puroose of giving protection during the progress of the trials. This was or- 
dered, and the Attorney Gencral was requested to give his attention during the investiga- 
tion, both of which were performed, but all to no purpose. As yet, none have been punish- 
ed for these outrages, and it is believed that, under our present laws, conviction for any vic- 


_tence committed upon a Mormon, cannot be had in Jackson County. These unfortunate 


people are now forbidden to take possession of tueir homes; and the principal part of them, 
Íam informed,are at this timo living in an adjoining county, ina great measure, upon the 
charity ofitscitizens. Itisfor youto det^rnine what amendments the laws may require so 
as to guard against such acts of violence tur tae future. 

Since the establishinent o£ a Penitentiary at this place public opinion seems to have set- 
tled down upon it as the permanent seat ot coverment; and as such, it is entitled to the fos- 
tering care of the Legislature. Some iin rovoments are almost indispensably necessary. 
ee principal street leading to the lots selevivd as a site for the State house, is impassable. 
"The Treasury could not well bear, without injury resulting, to some other service, an ap- 
propriation of money to this object; but as it can do without the aid of the public lots, itis 
recommended that all those unappropriated, be applied to the improvement of the streets, 
-requiring those most im:nediately connected with the public buildings to be first improved. 

I have received and lay before you,a communication from the principal ofthe deaf and 
dumb Asylum in Kentucky, covering a letter from an indigent lady of this State, request- 
ing that an unfortunate son of hers may be cducated in that institution. It seems thet one 
of the principles upon which this institution is based is, that other States shall pay for the 
tuition of their own indigent deaf and dumb pupils who may be educatedin it. Permit 
me to suggest the propriety of making à small appropriation for this humane object, and of 
placing the money, at the disposal of some officer of this State,for the purpose of educating, 
in that Asylum, such of that unfortunate class of people living in this State, whose parents - 
are unable to pay the expenses of ee Happily, there are.too few of this discrip-~. 
tionof persons among us, to make it necessary or expedient to attempt the institution of 
such aschool here." The whole number, according to the Féderal census of 1830, of all 
ages, was but thirty-one; only five of whom were between the ages of thirteen and twenty- 
ene, and but a portion of these, it is believed, is of a description requiring the beneficence 
of government. ` 

- The last Legislature provided for revising the, laws in a way to aviod.the expense of re« 
printing those heretofore digested. It) escaped attention, no doubt, that the rapid increase 
in population—the forming.of d LUE the multiplying of officers in the old ones—. 
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would make it necessary to have another edition of the laws published, before-the next eon 


stitutional period of revision arrives.—Should you be of opinion that this will be necessary, 
it is respectfully suggested, whether all the laws of a general nature had not better be “‘re- 
vised, digested and promulgated” in the next edition puhlished. — ^ 

A matter claiming your earliest attention, is the election of a Senator to: Congressto fill 
the seat made vacant: by the death of the Hon. Alexander.Buckner. The ‘temporary ap- 
pointment made by.the Executive will, according to his understanding ôf the Constitution, 
terminate on your meeting. Thirteen days after which, Congress will convene, and unless 
a Senator is elected at an early day of’ your session to fill the vacant seat, this State will, 
during the first of the next session of Congress, be but partially represented in the Senate 
of the United States. : a 1 

I lay before you a presentment of a grand jury in the county of St. Louis. So much of 
it as relates to free negroes and mulattoés; and.slaves hiring their time of their owners, is 
entitled to your consideration, and does, I have no doubt, call for legislative interposition, 

By associating the duties required of a Librarian, and a. Reporter, with those properly 
belonging to the Secretary of State, the services required of that officer will soon be if they 
are not already, beyond the ability of one person to perform. I would therefore recom- 
mend the appointment of a Librarian, to continueifnot from one General Assembly to an- 
other, at least during the session; and that it be made-the duty of the Attorney General to 
report the decisions of the Supreme Court. It requires the skill of a lawyer to perform that 
duty well, and the latter officer must necessarily be taken from that profession, which is 
not so much the case in the appointment of a Secretary of State. Although that-qualifi- 
cationis a very necessary one, yet there are others more so in the selection of this officer. 


Permit me to suggest that, were the duty of providing fuel for the General: Assembly im- 


posed on the Commissioner of the Permanent Seat 'of Governnient, it would be more ap- 


.propriately assigned, that it is now tothe Secretary of State.

The Militia is so threadbare a subject, that great reluctance is felt in approaching it; and 
were it not that I deem it a duty incumbent on me to endeavor to reclaim it from the ridi- 
cule into which it is fast sinking, it would be-unnoticed. If, as it has been esteemed, the 


- Militia is the bulwark-of the nation, the friends of liberty have great cause to lamentthe 


decay into which itis falling. Whatis the cause of this? Isit a neglect of duty on the 
part of the Federal or State Governments? ‘Congress has the right “to provide for organiz- 
ing, arming and disciplining the Militia,” and it is the right and duty of the States to ap- 
point the officers, and conduct the tiaining of their several corps.’ Has this State perform- 
edher duty? And if not, is the fault in the law, or inits execution? The present laws 


governing the Militia are, no doubt, badly executed, and there is want of adaption in them 
to the object to be effected. One of the'defects in our. laws on this subject, is, that the su- 
perior officers cannot be compelled to discharge the duties devolved uponthem. Within 
the two years I have been in office, there has been, btt one annual return from a General 
officer. The subordinate officers cannot be expected to perform their duties, while those 
over them are so remiss inthe discharge of theirs. Courts for the assessment of finesim- 
posed on privates, non-commissioned and company officers, are provided for; but none to 
ascertain the delinquency of General or Field officers. Although they are subject to fines, 
the provision is nugatory for want of alaw to enforce their collection. I would recommend 
that each-ofthe General and Field officers be required to make annual returns in duplicate, 
and forward one directly to the Commander-in-Chief, and the other, as now, to the adjutant 
General.. And whenthey fail to perform these-duties, the-Executive should be empowered, 
and required, to enforce the collection of the finesimposed for the failure. l ; 
Among the documents submitted, you will find resólutions upon the subject of the Mili- 
tià from the States of New-York, North-Carolina and New-Hampshire, together with the 
objections of the Governor of Massachusetts returning a bill making additional provisions 


. for regulating, governing and training the Militia of that State; and also a report of the 


Adjutant General ofthe latter State. These State papers tend to show that the main error 
in the Militia system throughout those States, arises from a,want of proper legislation on the 
part of Congress; and they urge that body totake such measures as may remedy the evils 
complained of.

The Memorial of thé last General Assembly, asking from the United States the establish-. 
ment ofa depot of armsonthe Missouri and Mississippirivers, was forwardedto our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress; and onits presentation was referred to the Secretary 
of War, since which a correspondence in relation to the subject, has been opened between 
that officer and the Executive of this State, which I am happy to say promises an issue fa- 
vorable to the prayer of the Memorial., The location of these depots as desired, together 
with the Regiment of Dragoons raiséd forour protection—which is now soactivel engaged 
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in ranging our frontiers—will, jt. is hoped, quiet all apprehensions of hostilities from the 
Indians located on our Western border; |. | c . ^*^ . mE 
There has been, forwarded by the Executives of the States of North-Carolina and Ohio, 
'a map of each of those States. And from the Executives of Maryland and New Hampshire, 
I have received the reported decisions of the Courts of their respeétive States. Such kind 
civilities evince, on the part of those States, a disposition to cultivate those fraternal feel- 
ings which nre the surest guarantee of the perpetuity of our happy Union. I bépe nothing | 
‘will be omitted on the part of this State to reciprocate such feelings. Itis believed that - 
vach State has been furnished with a ma» of Missouri. And it is recommended that the

In September, 1833, the public deposites were removed from the Bank of the United 
States, and placed in the State banks. This step, in tlie opinion of some, rendered it ne~ 
wessarv to create.a banking company in this State, and. so great was this necessity deemed 
by those who urged it, that petitions were presented, praying the Executive to convene 
the General Assembly for that purpose. This, it was alledged, would furnisit a place in 
whicu the monies of the General government might ‘ne deposited; and, that in addition to 

, the facility thus afforded to that government in the tudministration ofits tnances, it would 

relieve our own citizens from any pecuniary pressure that might arise froma withdrawal 
of the notes of the bank of the United States froin eireulation. 

In the absence of a national bank, there wi'l be riaccs of deposite wanted by the general 
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govermnent; but banks issuing paper money are fot tho spiest depositories for cold and 
silver. AndtheStates that have ro banks will, most probabty, create mouicd institutions 
of some kind, which would willingly receive on denosite the money of the Federal govern- 
ment, But whether that be the ease or-no*, the ideor. chat there is an obligation on any 
State contrary to her-own Interest, io charter a benk, ‘oy the conveniencé ef the General 
government, has not the shadow of reason to support it.

"The direct responsibility of those who enact laws to those who are 
compelled to sustain the burdens they impose, is the most effectual check to excessive 
legislation and taxation, and the surest guaranty of economyin the disbursement of the 
public treasure. Should this. bill become a law, and the dividend of this State under its 
provisions, be sufficient to defray the expenses of her government, the necessity of direct 
taxes wonld thereby be superseded, and the representative forgetting his responsibility to 
his constituents, would indulge in the wildest schemes of extravagance, and the most vi- 
sionary projects of improvement, involving the appropriation of money, which would not 

. be tolerated by the people, were they conscious that their pockets supplied the extrava-

, mend it: its adoption has been frequently urged upon Congress; and although the gradua- 
tion principle has been fully acknowledged by the Senate of the United States in the. 
Chickasaw treaty, in disposing of the lands belonging to the Indians; yet, there seems to 
be great reluctance in the General Government to part with the public lands upon the same

: Should this decision of the Supreme Court of tlie United States bo interposed to prevent 
any future collections of debts due the Statefor Loan Office Certificates, then the enquiry 
will devolveon the government of this State, whether the States have the right to make 
and circulate papermoney of any kind? If this power be denied them—if the whole sub- 

~ ject of the currency falls within the sphere of action allotted to the General Goveroment, 
and theStates are restrained from issuing notes of any description, then indeed is the ques- 

- tion settled. Butif the States have reserved the right to create paper money—if the ex- 
cise of that right is within the sphere of action they retained to, themselves in the forma-. | 
tion of the General Government, then, according to the principles long since established by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, the State exercising the right, must decide upon 
its extent; forit has been admitted by that tribunal that “in America the powers of so- 
vereignty are divided between the government of the Union and those of the States: they 

-are each sovereign with respect to the objects committod to it, neither sovereign with re- 
spect to the objects committed to the other.? “That a power to create implies a power to. 
preserve, that a power to destray, if wielded by a different handis hostile to and incompati ` | 
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ble with these poweis td create and preserve.” These principles, the truth of which tana 
inot be controverted, sustain the States in as ¢omplete and independent an exercise of the 
‘powers they reserved to themselves, as they do the General Government in the exercise of 
those with which it has been clothed. And so, if the States reserved to themselves the 
power to legislate in relation to paper currency, they determine all questions arising under 
the exercise of that power, and cannot be.controlled in their decisions by the detrees or 
judgments of the Supreme Court of the United States. ` l 
I herewith transmit resolutions from the States of Mississippi and Massachusetts, re- 
sponsive to those of Georgia, proposing a call of a Convention of the States for the purpose 
of amending the Federal constitution. This subjett was inttoduced to the attention of 
the General Assembly at. its last Session, when I had the honor of .communicating to that 
body the resolutions of the State of Georgia. I am not aware that any definite action was 
had upon those resolutions during the Session. As thisis one of modes pointed out by the 
Federal Constitution for its amendment, considerations of policy, if not respect for cut 
Sister States, shouldinfluence us to give such propositions when made, that deliberation 
which their importance merits, and to return an expression of the opinion or wishes we* 
may arrive atin relation to them.

: Asthe constitutional right of the General Government to construct the Cumberland foad 
is admitted by those who assume authority in relation to this subject, and its, construction 
is not supposed by them to violate any of those principles which have of late years obtained 
in regard to appropriations for internal improvements; and as in the grant of the public 
lands by the General' Government to the States for their improvement, our claims to a 
share of themseem not to have been recqgnized; justice and fair dealing demand án 
extension of this road to the Western boundary of the State of Missouri. The injustice 
in withholding from usthe benefits to be derived ftom such a measure, is, by some, sought 
to be justified by the consideration that there is no State West of us, which could receive 
any advantage from itsextension. But because it is the fortune of this State to be situated 
on one of the extremities of the Union, shall she-therefore be treated as a stranger in the 
Federal family, and be doomed to the mortification of seeing herself neglected by those 
from whom she expected demonstrations of paternal care? Our geographieal position, es- 
pecially when considered ih conjunction with the character of our neigbors in the West,and 
the relation between them and thé United States, so far from warranting the General Go- 
vernment in refusing us this road, isa strong argument why it should be extended as is 
desired; and if any thing can impress on our Federal Rulers the importance, in a nation- 
al point of view, of an extension of the Cumberland road through this State, it must be the 
location of the Indians on óur Western frontiers, and the obligation of discharging the dus 
ties incumbent on them in regard to this people. Thereis nothing contained in the coms 
pact between the UnitedStates and this State, at the time of her admission into the Un- 
ion, to palliate the injustice we have received. For although that compact only imposes 
the obligation to make a road to the State and not through the State, yet the stipulation to 
construct a road to the State is made to rely forits fulfillment on the two per cent. of the 
nett proceeds of thesales of public lands made within the State and guaranteed for that 
purpose. But it cannot be pretended that in the constiuction of the Cumberland road. 
within those States with which similar compacts have been made, that the General Govern« 
‘ment has limited its appropriations for that purpose to the two per cent. of the nett proceeds 
arising from the salesof public lands within their limits; for it is evident that such a part 
of the proceeds bears but an inconsiderable proportion to the amount that has been expen- 
ded. Two per cent: of the nett proceeds of allthepubliclands sold from the commence- 
. ment of the Government to the present time, would not make one hundred miles of M’Ad- 
amisedroad. And the two per cent. of such proceeds within this State would not, were it 
so applied, construct five miles of such a road. Et must be obvious, then, that if the Cum- 
berland road is extended to the Mississippi, it must be done with other resources than 
those provided by the compacts with the Western States. And what has Missouri done to 
bar her claims to an equality in the participation of the benefits arising from this road? , 
Surely not in contributing towards ridding other States of their Indian population and lo- 
cating them on her borders., Thisit would seem should increase rather than diminishfher 
claims upon Congress in the distribution of its protecting favors. But should our expecta- 
tions with regard to thisroad be doomed to disappointment, and its extension through this 
State be considered a matter, not of national importance, ard therefore not warranted by 
the principles which govern appropriations for internal improvement; considerations of jus- 
tice and equity will strongly urge a grant to this State of as much of the public lands as 
will place her on a footing with the other Western States, in which the public lands lie.

trict to elect their Senator in 1834; the counties of Lincoln and Montgom- 
ery (as then divided) into another district, with authority to elect their 
Senator in 1834, during the term of the Senator from St. Charles and Lin- 
coln; and the counties of St. Charles and Warren into another district to 
elect their Senator in 1836, after the term of the present Senator from St. 
Charles and Lincoln shall have expired. E 

By this arrangement it appears that Lincoln has a:double- representa- 
tion, and Warren none; being totally. omitted in the apportionment of re- 
presentation for the present general assembly from 1834 to 1836. 

In these circumstances the people of Warren county, at the last Gene- 
ral election, proceeded to vote for a representative in this body as well as | 
in the House of Representatives, and it appears that the applicant Irvine. 
S. Pitman was duly elected.to represent Warren.county in: the Senate of 
this Staté, so far as that could be done in the existing circumstances. l 

It appears by the census of the State and the act of apportionment, that  . 
Lincoln is not entitled to two senators; nor is. Warren alone entitled to . 
one, according to er population; but the error being made 
by a ds General Assembly, the committee perceive no means of now 
placing Wa-ren in the situation to which she is entitled by the Constitu-: . 
ion, without representation in both Houses of the General Assembly, how . 
an she he bound by the laws of the present Assembly, or compelled to 
:'ontribute her taxes during the Term of her exclusion from her constitu- 
ional representation? Under the present apportionment of representa- 
ion, enero] Counties have an excess of representation; but the commit- 
ee suppose that fact will not effect the obligation of the laws, passet at 
he present General Assembly, upon the people of such Counties, although 
he want of representation might. The Committee, therefore, with a

In closing the three per cent. fund account, it became necessary, to create a 
.new head of appropriation growing out of the dispositions made for special ob 
jects, of the interest acctued to said fund and is therefore shown, in the afore-

money's on Merchan’s.and other Licenses; would it not be proper to provide 
by law, thatin the eventof such failures it should be the duty of the County 
Courts, to deliver Blank Licenses tothe Sheriff, whose duty it should bemade 
to receive and grant themas collectors ‘under the law. It is true that Mer- 
chants and Grocers vending without license are subject toa penalty, yet when 
there is no officer to.grant License, prosecutions will seldom take place, for 
- breaches of the law, as the office of informer is not considered one of an envia- 
ble character. "The expediency is suggested to the General Assembly, of so 
amending the mode of assessing lands.as to require all lands assessed upon the 
non-resident’s list, to.be put down by the assessor, beginning with the lowest 
Section, Township and Range or lowest number of survey or Town lot, and 
continue so to put them down, until he shall have perfected such list: it is fur- 
ther in.connection with this mode suggested, that the Clerks, of the County ` 
Courts be required in making out an abstract of the real estate to be returned 
to this Office, to begin the resident’s list (without regard to the names of indi- 
viduals) with the lowest section, &c. as suggested relative fo assessing lands 
belonging to non-residents—and then to transcribe the list of lands, on the non- . 
resident lists, as returned by the assessor; in this way it can be easily ascer- 
tained whether the assessor has omitted to assess any of the lands, which may 
be confided to him for assessment; and it is further submitted, whether a spe- 
cific penalty, ought not to-be imposed on the assessor, for each and every tract 
of Land, omitted to bé assessed by him, and also that it be enforced in. some 
effectual manner. ‘The State may thus expect to secure its Revenue on all 
the taxable lands within its limits. l 

It is submitted whether so much of the 47th and 48th sections of the act en- 
titled an act to, provide for levying assessing and collecting State and county 
taxes, approved February, 21st 1825, as requires the collectors to publish in 
some newspaper a list of all moneys- collected on Licenses, &c. anda list of all 
such persons from whom State or County taxes may, be due, &c. commonly 
called delinquents, should not be repealed. If the collectors uniformly through- 

out the State were to publish each list—the objection to this requirement might 
“not be so great; butas they are only, partially observed, it would perhaps be 
well to save the entire expense to the State by such repeal.— 

The Auditor froma sense of duty is also prompted to suggest to the General 
Assembly, whether the present mode.of disposing of lands returned on the 
non-resident list for non-payment of taxes, should notbe abandoned.

It was inferred from*these facts, that 
the legislature could pass the amend:nents without tle evidence of pub- 
lication, if they could not, then, any editor either by refusing to publish, 
or by refusing the evidence of publication, may defeat the passage, of 
amendments and thwart the will of the great mass of the people, when 
in favor of them. ‘Tne convention that framed our constitution could 
not have intended this.

‘The assignment of the power to gray 
divorces is a provision of law: the power to remit fines and forfeitures i 
a constitutional provision; and being given to the Executive, the oth» 
departments, by another provision in our constitution, are prohibited th 
exercise of that power. If it should be said that these men have not ys

The. resolution passed by your body, requesting “the Executive to 
communicate to. the Senate his views on the best mode of investing:the _ 
school fund,” has been received and would have -been attended'to at an 
earlier period, but for the consideration, that previously to the receipt-of 
your resolution, notice had been given in the other branch of the Legis- 
lature, that a bill wouid be submitted for the purpose of incorporating a 
banking company. Should a company of that kind be chartered, and the 
principles of the institution be such as to render the stock profitable, and 
the community safe froin imposition, it wou d afford a place for investing 
the literary fuads. I feelmyself constrained, in respect to the Senate, 
nolonger to withhold my views on this subject, for the purpose of await- 
ing the issue of the bill alluded to. | 
- “The best mode of investing the school füund,"— safety and profits bee 
ing both properly considered,—is, in my opinion, to charter a bank of dis- 
count and deposit, and extend to it the usual privileges of dealing in mo- ` 
D ener it—and direct that all the literary funds be vested in 
stock. - 

The first enquiry to be made, preparatory to theincorporation ofsucth 
a company, will be; the profits that may be reasonably expected from 
such an institution. Should- you be of the opinion, that stock would not 
nett- five per centum, which is as much as stock is generally worth, it 
wouid be unwise to create suchan institution. But from all the infor- 
mation within my reach, (and that furnished by the United States Bank, I 
adopt as a criterion,) there can be no doubt but ihat such an institution 
would realize more than five per cent. - From the great amount of ex- 
change business and the comparatively small amount of currency busi- 
ness, done by the Bank ofthe United States, itis conclusively shown 
that dealing in bills of exchange is, by the directors of that institution, 
considered more profitable, than issuing notés for circulation. - 

A Bank of the kind suggested would, no doubt, be made the deposito- 
ry ofa large portion of the revenue of this state, and of, that part of the 
Federal revenue disbursed here, which at this time is largely upwards of 
halfa million of dollars annually. About $309.000 of this sum are col* 
lected in this state; the balance is sent here from other states. The 
great disproportion between the sum collected and the sum disbursed iti 
this state by the federal government, makes it an eligible point for a mo- 
nied institution, limited in the amount of capital and properly restricted in 
the use of it. P rk a 

Were I to anticipate the establishment of a bank, with the privilege of 
issuing notes for circulation, and undertake to suggest any details for its 
charter, it would, no doubt, be considered as departing from the ques 
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‘tion presented by your resolution. : But as Iam aware that the opinion, 


prevails toa considerable extent and in a quarter entitled to great re-pect - 
that money will become scarce on winding up the concerns of.the Bank 
of the United States, and that an effort will be made to supply the sup. 
posed vacuum with paper money of our own state, I hope I shall be in. 
dulged in. offering one suggestion. i is 

Although nothing is clearer to my mind, than that the equivalent 
which must necessarily be|given for every note withdrawn from cireu. 
lation, will keep the quantity of money still the same; yet should you 
think proper to charter a banking company, and grant itthe privilege of 
making and issuing notes for circulation, permit me to urge the propriety 
of making stockholders responsible, in their individual capacities, for the 
redemption of the notes they issue. . With such a provision no constitu- 
tional objection can, Í imagine, be urged against the institution. But 
since the quality of being lade a‘legal tender in payment of debts” has 
ceased to De the characteristic of bills of credit, it may well be question. 
ed whether there is any other available distinction between them andle- 
gal notes, than the one suggested. oy 

Should the measure recommended be adopted, the propriety will read- 
ily suggest itself of makmg provisions for repaying the sums borrowed 
by thestate of the Saline and Seminary funds. lam persuaded, that 
stock inan institution of this kind, if properly guarded and judiciously man- 
aged, willyield greater profits than the interest of those loans now pro- 
duce. Justice then to thejcause of education requires that the whole of 
these funds sliould be vested in stock as early as possible. ' 

Whatever description. of monied institution you may think proper to 
establish, as a place for investing the literary funds, allow me to suggest 
the prepriety of appropriating to the cause of education, all the profits 
accruing to the state, and that a board of school commissioners be instruc 
ted, and that it be made their duty to manage andidistribute the profits- 
according to such rules as you may think proper to prescribe. —
